Greg  Smith 


Greg  Smith  made  Bradley  Basketball  history  last 
year  during  a  game  against  Drake  University. 
He  became  the  19th  Bradley  player  ever  to  score 
1000  points  in  a  career.  Smith  has  averaged  over 
16  points  per  game  in  the  past  two  years. 

Smith,  a  product  of  Aurora  East  HS  was  named 
All-Conference,  All-State,  to  the  first  team  on  the  All- 
State  tournament  team  and  Honorable  mention 
on  the  Sunkist's  Ail-American  team.  Since  coming 
to  Bradley,  Smith's  honors  include  All-MVC  as  a 
sophomore,  honorable  mention  All-MVC  as  a  junior 
and  two-time  winner  of  the  William  Dobler  Free 

Throw  Award. 

Greg  Smith's  thrilling  moment  came  last  year  as 
the  Braves  of  Bradley  upset  the  unbeaten,  nationally 
ranked  Louisville  Cardinals.  Smith  also  led 
Bradley  over  I.S.U.  last  year  with  one  of  his 
greatest  games  ever,  scoring  30  points. 

At  6'5",  Smith  is  one  of  the  smallest  centers  in  the 
conference.  But  as  he  puts  it,  "I'd  rather  play 
against  the  big  men." 

Smith  calls  the  fieldhouse  the  "center  of 
attention."  He  said,  "I  can't  find  a  better  place  to 
play;  the  greatest  fans  in  the  world  are  right  on 

top  of  you."

"Jumpin"  Jimmy  Caruthers  became  the  18th 
member  of  Bradley's  elite  1000  point  club 
last  year.  Jim  finished  his  junior  year  with 
a  total  of  1,066  career  points,  averaging  just 
over  14  points  per  game. 

Caruthers  came  to  Bradley  from  Kansas  City's 
Sumner  H.S.  where  he  was  voted  All-State,  All- 
Metropolitan,  Sectional  All-American  and  MVP 
in  the  state  of  Kansas.  Since  coming  to 
Bradley,  Caruthers  has  been  named  M.V.C. 
Freshman  of  the  Year,  and  the  first  freshman 
ever  to  make  the  Charlotte  All-Tourney  Team. 
Jim  has  also  been  named  to  the  second  team 
All-MVC  the  past  two  years,  and  last  year  he  was 
awarded  the  William  Dober  Award  for  best  free 
throw  percentage. 

Caruthers  used  just  one  word  to  describe  what 
it's  like  playing  for  Bradley  —  "Great,"  Jim 
praised  Coach  Joe  Stowell  for  giving  him  the 
opportunity  to  play  as  a  freshman.  It  was 
Coach  Stowell  who  played  a  major  role  in 
recruiting  Caruthers  away  from  MVC  rivals 
Wichita  and  North  Texas  State. 

Playing  basketball  is  a  dream  come  true  to 
Caruthers,  but  there  is  still  one  dream  left  — 
a  chance  in  the  pros.

Mountains  of  mouth-watering  chocolate  covered  pea- 
nuts —  jars  of  indescribably  delicious  M&M's  —  fresh, 
buttered  popcorn  —  scrumptious  maple  nut  goodies.  It's 
enough  to  give  a  diabetic  lascivious  nightmares  in  bed. 

But  for  most  of  us,  the  nightmare  is  probably  those 
three  pounds  we've  put  on  over  the  semester  from 
being  lured  by  an  inviting  aroma  to  that  hidden  cubby- 
hole in  the  Student  Center  known  as  the  SWEET  SHOPPE. 

"I  never  did  know  the  regular  customers  by  name,  but 
as  soon  as  I  saw  that  familiar  face,  I'd  think,  'Pis- 
tachio's,  or  Spicettes',  or  whatever  the  student  was 
addicted  to,"  says  Mrs.  Twila  Ford,  the  former  "candy 
lady"  who  has  greated  all  the  candy  addicts  at  Bradley 
since  the  fall  of  1972  with  her  warm  smile. 

"Everyone  always  asked  me  how  I  stayed  so  slim."  Mrs.  Ford 
remarked,  "I  can  only  imagine  what  they'd  be  doing 
if  they  were  back  here:  eating  up  the  profits. 

But  there  really  isn't  much  profit  involved  in  the 
SWEET  SHOPPE  operation,  according  to  Student  Center 
Games  Area  Director,  Merlin  Potter.  "We  only  make  about 
$500  a  year,  from  the  sale  of  the  candy.  It  was  set  up 
more  as  a  student  service  than  as  a  big,  money-making 

deal." 

The  shoppe  was  established  in  1972  through  funds  given 
by  the  Bradley  Dads'  Association,  after  its  proposed 
creation  was  made  by  Student  Center  Director,  E.J. 
Bitter.  "I  got  the  idea  when  I  attended  an  Association 
of  College  Unions  International  meeting  in  1971,"  said 
Bitter,  "and  in  1972  we  decided  to  set  it  up  with  the  ticket 

sales  booth." 


"The  prices  have  gone  up  quite  a  bit  during  the 
three  years  I  worked  there,"  says  Mrs.  Ford,  "but  the 
number  of  customers  increases  every  year."  For  sure 
that  favorite  corner  of  bubble  gum,  nuts  and  nut  fana- 
tics is  always  a  busy  place.  The  mornings  are  usually 
occupied  with  ticket  sales  for  the  latest  fieldhouse 
concert,  the  early  afternoon  with  candy,  gum,  nuts, 
soda  and  popcorn  sales  and  at  about  3  p.m.,  like 
clockwork,  the  place  is  seiged  by  grade  school  kiddies 
wielding  their  quarters  and  dollar  bills  for  after- 
school  goodies. 

"Final  exam  times  is  when  everyone  has  the  munchies, 
reported  Mrs.  Ford  with  a  wide  smile.  "Sometimes  the 
kids  will  be  a  penny  or  2e  short  for  the  tax,  but  I  d 
say  that  99%  of  those  who  promise  to  come  back  and  pay 

do  so." 

Since  November  of  '75,  Mrs.  Ford  has  been  moved  into 
the  Student  Director's  office  doing  secretarial  work 
and  she  misses  the  tiring  but  satisfying  work  in  the 
SWEET  SHOPPE.  "In  the  three  years  I  worked  in 
the  shop  and  ticket  booth,  I  can't  think  of  any  individuals 
who  were  disagreeable  or  complained  about  having  to  wait 
long  for  candy  or  tickets  when  the  lines  got  rather 

long." 

The  SWEET  SHOPPE  still  beckons  many  a  potential  diet- 
er to  its  window,  caught  like  flies  in  a  spiderweb 
of  sweet  delight.  It's  funny,  though,  how  you  never 
notice  how  addicted  you've  become  to  the  place  your- 
self until  you  realize,  embarrassingly,  that  she's 
weighing  out  candy  for  you  before  you  even  ask  for  it. 

"No,  make  that  red  licorice  today  instead  of  black,"  I  said, 

turning  red,  myself. 
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Round  and  round  the  lot  in  search  of  a  place 


Where  to  park  it:  that  is  the  question.  Whether  'tis 
nobler  to  search  for  a  spot  farther  away  from  the 
building  and  arrive  late,  or  just  take  that  faculty 
place  ahead  there,  or  —  horrors  —  a  spot  marked  with  X! 

The  latter  will  probably  mean  suffering  the  slings 
and  arrows  of  an  outraged  Bradley  Security  Officer 
who  passes  by  and  spots  your  junk  parked  in  an  un- 
authorized place.  But,  as  so  many  students  claim, 
"I  bought  a  decal  and  there's  no  place  to  park,"  so 
they  put  it  any  place,  end  up  getting  a  ticket,  and 


the  Security  office  in  Macmillan  Hall  finds  itself  with 
300  to  600  outstanding  violations  during  any  one  semester. 

"It's  only  when  departments  hold  special  conferences, 
or  an  activity  in  the  Student  Center  or  Field-house 
that  brings  hundreds  or  at  times  thousands  of  visitors 
on  campus  that  we  have  problems,"  Director  of  Security 
David  Baer  explained.  "Once  last  year  we  had  3,000 
farmers  in  the  fieldhouse  and  cattle  cars,  trucks,  vans, 
and  anything  else  that  moved  parked  all  over  campus.  At 
times  like  that,  we  suspend  ticketing  everyone. 
We  know  there  aren't  enough  places  available." 

For  the  800  student  places  existing  on  campus,  approx- 
imately 1,760  decals  have  been  issued  out  for  the 
year  75-76,  making  the  parking  place/parkers  ratio 
about  2.2/1,  while  the  faculty  place/faculty  ratio 
runs  fairly  close  to  1  to  1. 

"That  may  seem  incredibly  unfair  but  you  have  to  re- 
member that  a  lot  of  those  student  decals  go  to  people 
taking  night  courses  or  maybe  just  one  course  in  the 
day.  When  they  vacate  the  spot  after  a  couple  hours, 
it's  free  during  peak  hours,"  said  Baer. 

"I  think  we're  very  fair  about  ticketing,"  said  a  member 
of  the  Bradley  Security.  "If  we  see  that  there  really 
is  a  lack  of  space  available,  we  avoid  ticketing. 

So  noble  or  not,  as  the  case  may  be,  you  still  have 
to  pay  a  $1  to  $10  fine  for  parking  it  in  the  wrong 
place.  One  arrow's  not  too  bad,  but  a  quiver-full  can 
get  expensive. 


Womanly  waves  weather  collegiate  tradition 


"A  dead  man  is  worth  more  than  a  live  woman," 
found  a  Peoria  widow  and  student  of  political 
science  at  Bradley  U.,  Barbara  Van  Auken,  who  was 
refused  credit  by  a  department  store  which  offered 
to  continue  charges  under  her  dead  husband's  name. 

Job  equality,  right  to  establish  personal  credit, 
proper  recognition  of  the  housewife's  important 
role  in  society  —  these  are  a  few  of  the  goals  of 
the  National  Organization  for  Women  (NOW)  which 
now  has  some  70,000  members  nationally.  Yet  the 
success  has  been  little  and  far  between  till  now, 
as  Ms.  Van  Auken,  President  of  the  Peoria  chapter 
of  NOW  admitted.  "The  disparity  between  incomes 
for  doing  similar  work  has  grown  wider.  There's 
an  enormous  gap  between  the  gains  that  people  are 
made  to  believe  exist  and  what  really  is  happening. 
A  lot  of  tokenism  is  going  on,  and  as  Gloria  Steinem 
says,  Tokens  are  for  the  subway.  They  are  not 
meaningful  indications  of  change.  " 

Today  the  importance  of  women  in  th  American 
economy  is  still  essentially  as  a  consumer  —  the 
housewife  buying  for  her  family. 

A  survey  in  1975  of  160  well-known  business  and 
industrial  concerns  on  employment  trends  for 


college  and  university  graduates  showed  employers 
expect  to  hire  the  same  number  of  men  this  year 
as  in  1975,  but  7%  more  women. 

Yet  today's  career  education  is  still  backward, 
aiming  more  at  men  than  women,  according  to  a 
spokesman  for  CATALYST,  a  nonprofit  organization 
founded  to  increase  opportunities  for  college- 
educated  women.  "Testimony  given  before  congres- 
sional committees  on  equal  rights  in  employment  and 
education  revealed  that  the  majority  of  today's 
undergraduate  college  women,  currently  numbering 
4.2  million,  are  still  being  steered  toward  tra- 
ditional girl'  courses  such  as  english,  education, 
and  fine  arts,  and  away  from  hard  subjects  such  as 
science,  math  and  business,"  which  accounts  for 
the  scarcity  of  women  engineers,  accountants,  and 
business  administrators  in  today's  economy. 

But  Bradley's  dean  of  the  College  of  Engineering 
and  Technology,  Dr.  Peter  Bulkeley  has  contra- 
dicting statistics.  "The  number  of  female 
students  enrolled  in  the  school  of  engineering  has 
increased  from  nine  in  1971,  to  55  this  year." 

"With  the  nation  confronting  such  problems  as  the 
finding  and  exploration  of  new  energy  sources, 
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engineers,  more  than  ever,  will  play  a  crucial 
role  for  the  next  two  decades  in  the  develop- 
ment of  America's  economy,"  said  Dr.  Bulkeley. 

"I  feel  that  virtually  all  engineering  deans 
would  agree  that  women  must  be  aggressively 
recruited  into  technical  fields,"  Bulkeley  continued. 
As  companies  eagerly  seek  female  engineers, 
conditions  now  suggest  that  we  have  reached  the  point 
where  female  engineering  graduates  can  get  almost 
as  many  offers  as  interviews.  Male  engineers  are 
changing  their  perceptions  of  the  female  very 
radically.  Because  engineering  was  formerly  a 
predominantly  male  field  of  study,  the  first  women 
appeared  to  be  quite  self-assertive.  They  tend 
to  outperform  the  men  in  the  college." 

Despite  an  apparent  preocupation  with  the  work- 
ing woman  and  her  rights,  Peoria's  NOW  president, 
Ms.  Van  Auken  states  that  the  feminist  movement 
does  not  advocate  a  woman  must  be  employed  out- 
side the  home  to  consider  herself  of  value,  as 
she  explains,  "We're  trying  to  point  out  to 
society  and  certainly  to  the  women  involved  that 
homemaking  is  one  of  the  most  necessary  roles 
in  our  society.  It's  literally  been  the 
backbone  of  it." 

"Sexual  prejuidice  is  the  most  deeply-rooted  in 
our  society,"  said  the  29-year-old  Bradley 
student.  "It's  going  to  take  a  long  time  to 


change.  Our  NOW  services  are  going  to  continue 
in  Peoria  because  they're  so  successful  —  the 
legal  service  in  sex  discrimination  cases,  the  24- 
hour  rape  crisis  line.  In  addition,  we  have 
decided  to  put  a  new  emphasis  on  sexism  in  educa- 
tion and  sports,  and  find  out  what's  going  on  in 
the  world  of  credit  to  help  women  get  the  credit 
they  deserve." 
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Prowling  for  food 
on  Sunday  nights

go  out  prowling  for  food  on  Sunday  night. 

But  where  to  go  and  what  to  eat?

Ground-breaking  ceremonies  were  held  in 
the  early  part  of  1974.  Completion 
was  first  slated  for  fall  of  1975. 
However,  a  number  of  strikes  delayed 
construction,  and  first  semester  classes 
had  to  meet  in  Hewitt  or  the  Fieldhouse. 

Haussler  Hall  facilities  include  an 

Olympic  swimming  pool,  three  gymnasiums, 

three  handball  courts,  a  dance  studio, 

a  combative  gym,  weight  lifting  room, 

training  center,  classrooms,  faculty 

office  center,  first  aid  room  and 

locker  and  shower  areas. 

The  building  was  named  for  Dr.  A.  G. 
"Frenchie"  Haussler.  Dr.  Haussler 
was  twice  acting  President,  Executive 
Vice  President  and  Executive  Secretary 
of  Bradley  during  his  25  years  here. 

Dr.  Haussler  attended  the  groundbreaking 
ceremonies  for  the  complex,  but  died 
of  a  heart  attack  on  Sept.  4,  1974, 
before  the  building  was  completed.

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Bradley  finishes  74-75  season  with  15-11  record 


After  jumping  out  to  a  6-0  record,  the  Bradley 
Basketball  Braves  cooled  off  considerably. 
The  Braves  found  out  that  the  West  is  still  wild. 
Washington  University  (Seattle)  handed  the  Braves 
their  first  loss  of  the  season  88-73.  Brigham 
Young  was  the  Braves'  next  stop.  Following  a 
100-87  defeat,  Bradley  headed  back  to  Louisville 
for  its  first  M.V.C.  game.  The  Cardinals 
forced  Bradley  into  its  their  straight  loss 
82-80  in  overtime. 

Finally  the  Braves  returned  to  friendly  Robertson 
Fieldhouse  to  face  Mid-State  rival  Illinois 
State.  The  Braves  got  back  on  their  winning  ways 
by  defeating  I.S.U.  100-85.  Two  days  later 
Bradley  beat  Wichita  State  88-73.  Back  on  the 
road  again,  the  Braves  lost  two  games  within  a 
week  —  first  to  North  Texas  State  69-64,  then 
to  New  Mexico  State  76-74. 


Bradley  returned  home  to  face  Creighton  University. 
With  the  upcoming  Louisville  game  on  the  minds 
of  everyone  the  Braves  lost  82-76.  Then  it 
happened!  The  undefeated  nationally  ranked 
Louisville  Cardinals  came  to  Peoria.  It  was 
certainly  the  best  game  of  the  74-75  season 
and  possibly  the  best  game  the  old  hangar  has 
ever  seen.  The  braves  beat  Louisville  65-59, 
and  pandemonium  broke  out. 

The  remainder  of  the  season  seemed  anti-climatic 
after  the  big  upset.  Bradley  won  six  of  its 
remaining  11  games.  The  Braves  beat  Tulsa 
twice,  North  Texas  State,  West  Texas  State 
twice  and  St.  Louis,  while  losing  to  Wichita 
State,  Drake  twice,  Detroit,  and  New  Mexico  State. 

With  the  7-7  record  in  the  Missouri  Valley  the  Braves' 
season  ended  without  a  post-season  tournament 

invitation.

Jack  Brady,  a  transfer  from  Joliet  Junior 
College,  led  his  intramural  team  to  an 
undefeated  championship  last  season.  At 
6  feet-4  and  200  pounds,  Brady  plays  forward  and 
is  one  of  the  best  jumpers  on  the  team. 

Marcel  De  Souza  is  the  6  feet-8,  200-pound 
freshman  from  Brazil.  Marcel  led  the 
South  American  All-Star  team  to  an 
international  title,  scoring  197 
points  in  six  games.  He  also  competed  in 
the  Pan  American  games  this  year. 

Terry  Laaker  came  to  Bradley  from  Quincy 
High  School.  The  6  foot,  155  pound  Laaker 
is  a  good  shooter  and  one  of  the  best 
defensive  players  on  the  squad. 

Bill  Bicca  came  to  Bradley  after  leading 
the  Mid-State  9  Conference  in  scoring.

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Basketball 


The  Basketball  Braves  of  Bradley  opened  their  1975- 
76  season  with  eight  straight  home  games,  including 
the  first  Bradley  Invitational  Tournament.  The 
Braves  opened  with  impressive  wins  over  both  Fort 
Lewis  College  and  Samford  University.  Two  days 
after  Samford,  18th  ranked  Iowa  came  into  Robertson 
Fieldhouse.  The  Hawkeyes  barely  squeaked  by  Bradley, 
100-96.  The  loss  must  have  fired  Bradley  up  because 
later  that  same  week  a  big  Detroit  Titan  team  was 
turned  back  71-67.  After  the  game.  Titan's  Coach 
Dick  Vitale  claimed  he  could  win  a  national 
championship  if  he  could  have  Bradley's  fans.  He  gave 
the  never-say-die  Bradley  fans  credit  for  the  victory. 

The  Bradley  Invitational  Tournament  featured  Eastern 
Illinois  University,  Western  Illinois  University  and 
Illinois  State  University.  Bradley  pushed  their  way 
into  the  finals  by  beating  WIU  89-84.  The  final  round 
matched  Bradley  against  a  much  improved  ISU  team. 
Illinois  State  won  88-83,  making  Bradley's  record  4-2. 


While  most  Bradley  students  were  on 
vacation,  the  basketball  team's  record 
jumped  to  9-3.  The  Braves  won  five 
straight  games  including  their  first 
road  game.  The  wins  came  at  the 
expense  of  Kent  State,  Drake,  Southern 
Illinois,  North  Texas  State,  and  Loyola 
of  Chicago.  The  only  set-back  was  at 
Tulsa,  where  the  Golden  Hurricanes  beat 
the  Braves  99-87.  With  an  impressive 
9-3  record,  the  Braves  took  to  the  road 
against  M.V.C.  rivals  New  Mexico  State 
and  West  Texas  State. 


The  Braves  continued  the  season  with  a 
twin  loss.  Within  two  days  of  each  other, 
The  Basketball  Braves  lost  to  both  New  Mexico 
State  and  West  Texas  State.  Once  again  the 
Braves  fine  it  hard  to  win  on  the  road. 

The  Braves  celebrated  their  return  to 
Robertson  Fieldhouse  by  beating  the  University 
of  Tulsa  and  Illinois  Wesleyan  University. 
Unfortunately  for  the  Brave  and  their  fans,  the 
home  stand  did  not  last  long.  Wichita  State 
showed  why  no  one  in  the  MVC  wins  away  from 
home.  The  Shockers  of  Wichita  State  beat 
Bradley  84-71.  Bradley's  record  after,  that  11-6 
overall,  was  only  1-4  on  the  road.
